THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPOUT: 

It  seems  appropriate  to  UrieHy  review  the  history  of  the 
Siicit'ty  since  its  inception  some  thirteen  years  ago. 

The  Society  was  organized  at  a  meeting  held  at    the  old 
Coint  House  on  Main   Street,   Winnipeg,  on   January   23rd, 

b7!». 

A  ('t)nimittee  was  appointed  to  secure  a  charter,  and  after 

, Mackav,  T'rinaB  ^lvoui I  adjournments,  the  late  Chief  Justice  Wood  was  elected 

the  first  President,  in  the  building  in  which  he  had  presided 

as  Chief  Justicf:  over  some  of  the  historical   trials  that  had 

tiikci)  place  there. 

There  were  twenty-six  original  members  as  follows : — Hon. 
•I')-i'[)li  Royal,  at  present  Lieutenant  (iovernor,  of  the  North- 
Wist  Territories,  Chief  Justice  Wood,  U.  S.  ('onsul  Tayloi',  Tin-

Hrycc,  Prof  Hart,  Dr.  Cowan,  now  of  St.  Paul,  U.S.A.,  Rev. 
Dean  Grlsdale,  Rev.  Dr.  Robertson,  Dr.  Pinkham,  since  Bishop 
of  Calgary  and  Saskatchewan,  Canon  O'Meara,  Hon.  A.  0.  B.

KiKniiU-d  Richard,  J.  F.  Bain,  since  Mr.  Justice  Bain,  S.  C.

])ni-in<,'  tli(!  tiist  year  of  active  work  it  piircliaseil  ili,. 
vnlnahio  collection  of  North-West  literature  owned  hy  tlht  latf 
J.  A.  N.  I'rovencliei',  a  well  known  Frcinch  Canadian  '\n\\\: 
nalist. 

The  second  aiuiiial  report  in  iNSl  refers  to  the  opening  nf 
the  City  of  Winnipeg's  public  lihraiy,  a  woik  undt;rtakeii  Ijv 
the  Society  upon  re(|uest,  and  over  which  it  luis  exercised 
control  and  supervision  »!Ver  since. 

Of  the  number  of  publisiuHl  transactions  th«!  llev.  l)i. 
Brycg,  who  was  a  inoniher  of  tlie  Hrst  executive  and  has  liccii 
a  nieinher  ever  since,  has  contributed  eight,  Mi'.  C.  N.  licll, 
six,  the  late  Alex.  MacArthur,  three,  and  anionj^  the  numlier 
of  its  contributors  nuiy  b(!  mentioned  Mr.  E.  E.  Thompson,  J 
Hoyes  Panton,  R.  K  W.  Cood ridge,  Dr.  John  Hae. 

1'he  past  year  has  not  been  one  remarkable  for  tin 
number  of  papers  published  by  the  Society,  in  fact  it  has  Ijucii 
less  than  at  any  previous  time  in  its  history. 

MEETINCJS. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  December  I,  1(S!)2,  three  addressis 
were  given  by  members  of  the  Society  on  matters  relative  to 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  ;  the  first  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bryce 
upon  "The  Bibliography  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company, 
briefly  sketching  the  scope  of  the  various  publications  relntinj; 
to  the  early  explorations  in  North-Western  Canada,  bolli 
prior  and  subsequent  to  the  advent  of  the  H.  B.  Co. 

He  also  dealt  with  the  historical  values  of  the  many  works 
relating  to  the  early  history  of  Rupert's  Land,  giving  the 
names  of  nearly  all  the  authorities  thereon  regarded  as  such 
by  North-Western  historians. 

The  second  by  Mr.  C.  X.  Bell,  F.R.G.S.,  upon  "The  Estab- 
lishment of  the  Fur  Trade  and  Discoveries  Inland  since  the 
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(»r;4iiiiization  ol'  tiit-  H.  H  Co."  He  lirictly  ti-aced  tin-  paths  of 
the  iiiily  tradi'iM  thn)Ui,'h(>ut  this  N'orthwcstcrn  cotiiitry  niid 
toiirinMl  upon  the  or^'aiii/c'l  avenues  by  which  in  the  early 
diiys  hy  lake  and  t'oi'ost  and  stn*an»  the  voyaj^'eur  l>roii<;ht  his 
tills  to  the  market  in  Montreal 

Tlie  third  l»y  Mr.  Archer  Mnrtin  on  "The  Land  Tenures 
lit' till'  Hudson's  May  Company  ami  the  Titles  of  the  Selkii'k 
St'ttlirs,"  dealt  at  li>n^th  with  the  lej^al  (piestions  in  con- 
ii'ctinii  with  the  <,nant  of  the  District  of  Assinihoia  hy  the 
('i)iii|i,uiy  to  Lftnl  Selkii'k  and  the  lei,'al  position  of  the 
iiiliiiMtnnts  of  Ru|iert's  Lind  undei-  tin;  Company  and  Kari's 
iiui>ilictions,  and  pointed  out  there  were  estates  in  fee  simple 
(.'milted  hy  both  these  poweivs,  altliouijh,  so  far  as  originally 
i,'r(inted,  oidy  few  in  numlter.  This  has  had  the  ert'ect  of  appa- 
ii'iitly  introducing  the  law  of  primogeniture  into  this  country 
at  that  period.  The  pajter  has  sinc(>  been  publisheil  in  The 
HV.v/r/'//  Jidiv  Tl lilt's  of  Ci(n(i(lii,  for  Deeembei-,  1S!)2. 

M  KM  HERS. 

Tile  Society  mourns  the  loss  of  two  of  its  memlier-s,  one  a 
Cdiiv.sponding  the  other  honorary.  Sir  Daniel  Wilson, 
Frtsidcnt  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  died  Augu.st  7,  1892, 
af'trr  u  protracte«l  illness. 

lie  was  boiii  in  Kdinburirh  January  o,  18 HI,  and  after 
winning  a  reputation  as  one  of  the  historian.s  of  his  native 
tow.i,  he  came  to  Canada  and  spent  years  of  the  most  vigorous 
pcriuil  of  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  adopted  country. 

When  the  University  was  burned  he  threw  all  his  old 
time  activity  into  the  work  of  rebuilding,  and  the  restoration 
had  liiirdly  been  completed  ere  the  self  .sacrificing  President 
[lassiil  away,  his  life  shortened  by  his  exertions  in  her  behalf. 

Another,  Horace  Belanger.  Chief  Factor '  H.  B.  Co.  at 
NiMWfiy  House,  was  drowned  near  there  October  1,  1892. 

His  name  and   figure   were   well   known  throughout  the 
[Canadian  North-West  and  in  almost  every  annual  report  his 


name  appears  as  a  ^'encious  donor  to  this  Society.  His 
generosity  and  lionesty  of  purpose  were  well  known  amonu 
those  with  whom  he  eame  in  eontuet. 

Belon<,nn;jf  as  he  did  to  a  type  of  the  old  Nor'-Wester  now 
passing  away,  no  greater  ti-ihuti^  to  his  memory  couM  lie 
paid  to  him  than  that  l>y  the  poor  ignorant  Indians  who 
traded  at  his  post.  To  them  he  was  the  soul  of  honor  and 
am(.)ng  many  honorable  men  with  whom  they  traded  nom- 
indeed  was  held  in  gieater  leverence  Ity  them  than  Honut 
Belanger.     He  never  di<l  them  an  unkind  aet. 

It  is  ))I(.'a.sant  to  note  that  His  Honor  Lieutenant  (Jovenior 
Schultz  has  become  a  life  member  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  number  of  active  members  has  unfortunately  di- 
creased. 

There  is  an  impre.ssion  abroad  that  the  Society  is  a  close 
corporation  and  the  result  has  been  that  while  the  oriifjnal 
members  have  decrea.sed  in  number  by  death  or  removal  nt 
the  influx  of  new  members  has  not  been  proportionate  to  tin 

loss. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  .some  ettbrt  will  l»e  made  to  dispel 
the  idea  and  that  by  the  addition  of  new  members  the  8ocict\ 
may  I'eceive  a  continuefl  impetus  in  its  active  work. 

MUSKl'M. 

The  ,san)e  complaint  that  has  been  made  for  the  last  two 
years  is  reiterated  again  in  reference  to  the  nmseum. 

Its   utility    is    being    impaired    by    tlie    present   coiiHini 
cjuarlers  and    the;   Society    nmst  in  the   performance  i>t"  tliel 
ciuties  imposed  upon  it  by  its  charter  of   incorporation  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  obtain  increased  room. 

I.IHHAIIY    AN' I)    HEADING    ROOM. 

There   is   also    a  complaint    in    i'e^(M'(;nee  to  the.se.      T 
number  of  as.sociate  members  has  so  largely  increased  that  at  I 
times  access  to  some  of  the  papers  and  magazines  is  ditliculi 
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It  is  evident  that  the  Li1)rary  has  again  outgrown  its 
i|uarters.  Some  arrangements  must  hv  made  by  which  in- 
creased floor  space  can  be  obtained.  At  present  there  arc  no 
t'iii])ty  shelves  and  the  lila'arians  find  difficulty  in  putting  up 
liooks  or  arranirini;  them  in  consecutive  order. 

The  Society,  at  the  request  of  the  Provincial  Government, 
has  decided  to  contribute  to  the  Manitoba  exhibit  at  the 
Coliiiubian  P^xhibition.  It  is  probable  that  for  a  short  period 
at  least  the  crush  in  the  museuui  and  elsewhere  may  be 
partly  removed  hy  the  transportation  of  this  exhil)it  to 
Chicago. 

There  will  perhaps  be  considerable  expense  in  the  mount- 
id;^'  of  the  very  Hne  musk-ox  skeleton  and  the  placing  of  it 
and  the  oth<;r  exhibits  in  a  condition  for  the  Exposition. 

it  is  probable  that  an  ettbrt  will  be  made  during  the 
cniiiing  year  to  influence  the  Provincial  and  Dominion 
Governments  to  have  copies  made  of  some  of  the  more  valua- 
lile  manuscripts  and   papers  in  the   Hudson's  Hay   House  in 

London. 

It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  eflbrts  have  not  been 
made  with  success  before  this  to  have  those  documents  relat- 
inir  to  the  early  history  of  this  country  placed  among  the 
Society's  archives. 

The  reports  of  the  Library  < committee,  joint  Library 
Committee  and  the  Treasurer  are  hereunto  appended  and  the 
latter  shows  the  usual  annual  surplus.

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Report  of  the  Library  and  Publication 
Committee. 


'I'he  Library  and  Publication  Committee  begs  to  report 
that  it  lias  devoted  a  consideraV)le  amount  of  time  and  atten- 
tion  to  the   several    lines   of*  work    entrusted  to  it  by    the 

Society. 

Early  in  the  year  the  work  of  arranging  the  Society's  tiles 
of  newspapers  and  periodicals  engaged  its  attention.  The 
attic  in  which  they  had  been  in  process  of  collection  for  the 
past  ten  years  was  filled  with  commodious  shelving  on  all  its 
four  sides  and  after  a  good  deal  of  dusty  work  an  ari-ay  of 
pigeon  holes  capable  of  tolerably  ready  reference  has  been 
arranged.  The  room  now  presents  an  orderly  appearance  and 
the  periodicals  of  earlier  years,  instead  of  being  a  discredit  to 
the  Society  and  a  source  of  danger  from  fire,  are  a  valuable 
adjunct  to  the  reference  lib]-ary.  The  librarians  have  made, 
undei  the  direction  of  the  Connnittee,  a  complete  shelf  list  of 
the  books  in  the  circulating  parts  of  the  library.  This  is  an 
invcntoiy  of  the  books  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  on 
the  shelves  and  will  be  of  great  value  in  stock  taking  by 
enabling  the  librarians  to  detect  losses  or  sundry  omissions 
in  cataloguing. 

The  work  of  keeping  a  systematic  file  of  city  daily  papers 
has  l»een  begun  and  the  "Free  Press"  of  the  past  nine  year.s, 
bound  into  eighteen  bulky  volumes,  awaits  the  erection  of  a 
case  in  which  it  may  be  preserved  and  in  which  it  may  be 
(•asy  of  access  to  tho.se  who  wish  to  consult  it.  It  is  a  matter 
of  regret  that  the  Society's  (juaiters  are  so  small  and  are 
already  so  overcrowded  that  even  the  moderate  amount  of 
room  required  for  this  valuable  addition  to  its  library  cannot 
at  or.ce  be  secured. 

The  Connnittee  has  naturally  directed  its  main  energies 
tn  making  such  additions  as  it  could  to  the  already  valuable 
library  of  Xorth-West  literature  which  adorns  the  Society's 
shelves.     This  collection  now  numbers  389  volumes  of  which 
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120  have  been  added  during  1892 — a  larger  number  of  .'ul- 
ditions  than  in  any  previous  year  of  the  Society's  history. 
This  increase  includes  a  complete  set  of  British  Government 
papers  relating  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company — a  tine  tall 
copy,  well  bound  in  three  volumes — a  scarce  coj)y  of  Robson's 
Residence  in  Hudson's  Bay,  etc.  Indeed  a  large  majority  (j1 
the  volumes  added  during  the  year  have  been  books  now  out 
of  print,  which  had  to  be  laboriously  searched  out  of  the 
collections  of  second  hand  dealers,  and  which  are  yearly 
becoming  scarcer  and  more  costly.  While  the  most  of  the 
appropriation  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  has  been  spent 
for  books  of  this  kind  which  ere  long  will  not  be  procurable 
at  any  price,  it  has  by  no  means  neglected  more  recent 
publications  and  every  work  of  any  merit  whatever,  relating 
to  the  North-West  has  been  ordered. 

A  new  departure  has  been  made  by  beginning  a  North- 
West  jwrtrait  gallery.  An  appropriate  beginning  was  made 
with  the  photograph  of  the  council  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  which  assembled  in  this  City  in  August,  1887. 

Mi-.  T.  W.  Taylor,  now  mayor  of  the  City,  made  a  valuable 
donation  to  the  historical  library  during  the  year  by  donating 
a  large  number  of  pamjihlets  especially  relating  to  the  City. 
Many  of  these  were  transient,  relating  to  the  early  municipal 
history  of  Winnipeg,  and  cannot  be  replaced. 

The  usual  exchanges  have  been  i  eceived  from  the  Domin- 
ion, Provincial  and  U.  S.  Governments  and  from  the  scientitic 
societies  which  have  hitherto  exchanged  with  us. 

The  reference  part  of  the  library  has  not  been  neglected. 
The  main  addition  to  it  has  been  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography,  edited  by  Leslie  Stephen  and  Sidney  Lee,  of 
which  33  volumes  carrying  the  series  into  the  letter  L,  are 
now  on  the  shelves,  and  the  succeeding  volumes  will  be  added 
as  they  appear.  This  work  from  its  width  of  scope,  it.s 
copiousness  of  treatment  and  its  accuracy  is  invaluable  to  the 
student. 


Tho  puVtlication  department  of  the  Coiuniittee's  work  has 
ken  lighter  than  usual  this  year.  It  has  undertaken  the 
publication  of  only  one  of  the  four  papei-.s  read  before  the 
Society,  viz:  the  President's  (issay  on  "The  Social  Aniuse- 
ments  of  the  early  settlers  in  the  Red  River  Settlement  and 
Rupert's  Land."  This  paper  will  he  jmblished  in  due  course. 
In  addition  to  this  one,  another  of  the  above  mentioned  four, 
that  of  Mr.  Archer  Martin  entitled  "  The  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
paiiy'ti  Land  Tenures  and  the  Titles  of  the  Selkirk  Settlers,"' 
was  published  in  The  Western  Law  Tinwa  of  Cdnada,  for 
Deceud)er,  1892. 

The  Committee  has  held  five  meetings  during  the  year 
.and  these  have  been  attended   by  an  average  of  nearly  four 

members. 

As  a  legacy  to  its  successors  the  Committee  leaves  the 
task  of  re-cataloguing  the  North- West  and  reference  depart- 
ments of  the  library.  A  more  systematic  arrangement  is 
much  iieeded  and  would  greatly  enhance  the  accessibility  and 
therefore  the  value  of  these  portions  of  the  library''  on  which 
nut  a  little  money  and  not  a  little  care  in  collecting  have 
already  been  expended.

Report  of  the  Joint  Library  Coniiiiittee. 


The  Joint  Library  Committee  reports  as  follows  : 

Vour  Committee  has  to  report  the  addition  of  new  books 
and  jieriodicals  as  in  previous  years.  The  non-attendance  of 
the  representatives  of  the  City  Council  at  many  of  the  nieet- 
iiij;s  held  during  the  year  has  thrown  almost  the  whole  of  the 
Work  on  the  representatives  of  the  Society.  As  this  is  apt  to 
give  rise  to  the  impression  that  the  Society  wishes  to  guide 
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matters  for  its  own  advantage;  youi-  Coniniittce  would  urge  a 
more  regular  attendance  at  tlio  meetings  of  the  representatives 
of  the  Council  for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  tiie  contract  for  the  magazines  and 
periodicals  was  awarded  on  tender,  and  was  given  to  Russell 
&  Co.  of  this  City,  the  lowest  tenderer,  at  vi-ry  satisfactoiv 
rates.  A  number  of  new  magazines  such  as  The  Arena,  The 
Literary  Northwest,  &o.  have  been  obtained.  The  amount  of 
the  tender  for  magazines  and  periodicals  was  !*19o.50.  Tlie 
number  of  books  added  during  the  year  was  213  at  a  cost  uf 
$203.2(>.  These  were  distributed  among  the  following  ilc- 
partments :  History,  31 ;  Fiction,  !)3  ;  Science,  23  ;  Voyages 
and  Geography,  (S  ;  Biography,  20  ;  Poetry,  5  ;  Literature,  24 : 
Miscellaneous,  8. 

The  suggestion  l»ook  open  to  readers  has  been  faithfully 
used,  and  the  greater  number  of  books  asked  for  and  falliiii; 
within  the  sphere  of  the  City  Library's  operations  have  been 
ordered.  Sometimes  disappointment  arises  on  the  part  of 
subscribers  who  expect  works  in  theology,  scientific  or  in- 
dustrial subjects  of  a  reference  kind,  and  the  like,  to  be 
obtained.  As  the  amount  at  the  disposal  of  the  (/omiiiittee 
for  books  is  less  than  l?-tO()  a  year  it  will  be  seen  that  tlie 
expectation  referred  to  is  unreasonable.  The  demand  is  the 
less  to  be  considered,  since  the  Historical  Society  has  a(hle(l 
a  large  number  of  books  to  its  Reference  Library  during  the 
year,  and  the  use  of  these  is  a  matter  oi  favor,  allowed  to 
citizens  who  desire  to  use  them.  The  balance  of  the  SWO 
unexpended  is  expected  to  carry  on  the  Committee  till  the 
first  of  May.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
